NOTE: Claim 45 introduces a new limitaiton to a new, untreated tile which was not originally presented and thus would 
require a new search. 



Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant has added a new limitation to a new 
untreated tile was not originally presented in the examination. Owens teaches a tile comprising the limitations of the instant claims. 
Applicant argues the tile is not a floor tile, referencing Owens. It would be expected the tile function as a flooring surface especially when 
the same quarry material is used. One of ordinary skill in the art is well aware that tiles function as flooring. The objections and rejection 
are maintained for reasons of record. 
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
